"The peoples of western Europe do 


not understand Bussia. It is, of course, 
of official Russia, the Russia of the gov- 
ernmen.t that I speak. During the 
whole time that I spent at the embassy 
In St. Petersburg: T could always per- 
ceive that I was a mere spectator, al- 
lowed to see no more of the true con- 
dition of affaira than it suited the pur- 
pose of tie officials to display to mo. 
Nevertheless, I flatter myself that I 
penetrated farther behind the scenes 
than they were awaxe, 


"Outwardly, as everybody knows, the 


government of this empire is an autoc- 
racy, the absolute power being vested in 
the hands of the czar. But the true 
government of Russia ft ft secret so- 
ciety, the mysterious 'Tchin,' which in- 
cludes the whole of the official class, and 
In whose hands the czar is often no more 
than a puppet, powerless to exert his 
own will. How burdensome this po- 
eition is may be estimated from the fact 
that only sixty years ago Grand Duke 
Constaoitine deliberately refused to as- 
cend the throne, which passed to his 
younger brother, Emperor Nicholas 1. 
Nor has the 'Tchin' ever shrunk from 
asserting its supremacy by the most de- 
plorable deeds. It Is not the nihilists 
who have set the fashion of assassinat- 
ing czars. It is by the hands of their 
own ministers and courtiers that the 
monarchs of Russia have most often 
perished. 


"It is necessary to bear these 'facts in 


mind In order to understand the inci- 
dent I am about to relate. 


"It ifl not long since the attention of 


Europe was concentrated upon the 
death of Alexander III. Occurring, as it 
did, in a remote corner of his dominions, 
on the shores of the Blade sea, the ac- 
counts supplied by the newspaper cor- 
respondents who flocked like vultures 
to the spot were as circumstantial as if 
each one had been admitted to the bed- 
side of the dying monarch. The interest 
taken in this event was moreover en^ 
hanced by the romantic circumstances

his church. 


"Shortly after thebe events the new 


czar returned to St. Petersburg with hla 
bride, and took up his quarters in the 
Whiter palace. As Is usual on the ac- 
cession of a new monarch to the throne 
oj Russia, hopes of a reform in the gov- 
ernment were extensively entertained. 
The progressive party talked with con- 
fidence of the mild and enlightened 
temper of the young czar, and augured 
much from the way in which he had for- 
merly held himself aloof from the re- 
pressive measures of his father's min- 
isters. Fools! As if the 'Tchin' ever 
died, or its policy could be changed by 
the mere replacing of one royal fig-ure- 
liead by another! 


"However the result of all this was 


thnt the nihilists relaxed their activhv. 
und for a time there was absolute re- 
nose in the Ktisstan cnpitnl. This rp 
pose was broken by a strange and dis- 
turbing rumor, whicH circulated, ob- 
Bcrve, merely among the exclusive cir- 
cles of the court. This rumor was to the 
effect that the Winter palace had be- 
come haunted. 


"It was stated that a ghost had been 


teen walking in one of the corridors at 
midnight! And there were those who 
asserted that the spirit in question was 
that of the dead czar. 


"As you may imagine, such a report 


could not be long in attracting the at- 
tention of the secret police. The result. 
was very soon apparent. The rumor 
itself had hardly been abroad a few 
ilaj's when it became silently under- 
stood in the society of the Russian cap- 
ital that any allusion to it would be in- 
discreet, and might in fact subject the 
person making it to an unpleasant jour- 
ney across the Ural mountains. 


"Never was the marvelous power of 


the police exerted with more crushing 
effect. The, rumor died out as swiftly 
and suddenly as it had arisen. It never 
penetrated beyond the inner circle of 
society, and, above ajj, never reached 
the ears of a single correspondent of any 
journal outside the Russian empire. In

"It is for this reason that the public 


of Europe has never had even an inkling 
of a secret of which, outside the imme- 
diate court circle, I am perhaps the sole 
possessor. That mere curiosity is not 
one of my failings, you have doubtless 
long ago observed. But in the interests 
of France I deemed it necessary to pen- 
etrate to the bottom, of this extraordi- 
nary affair, and circumstances fortun- 
ately put it in my power to do so." 


"Then you were in St. Petersburg at 


this time?" I remarked, in a tone mid- 
way between that of an assertion and a 
question. 


"Did I not say no?" returned m; 


friend. "I was not there in any po- 
litical capacity. The president had re- 
quested me to be the bearer of his per- 
eonal congratulations to Nicholas, anc 
I prolonged my visit at the request c 
pome of those friends whom I had left 
behind me after my former residence in 
Russia." 


I apologized for the interruption. 
"But you are quite right to interro- 


gate me," said the ambassador, bland 
ly. I ahould otherwise fear that my 
etory did not interest jrou. As I was 
about to tell j'ou, I was favored in my 
investigation by the accident 'of my 
friendship with a very charming worn 
an, Princess Nestikoff,whose son,Prince 
Boris Nestikoft, was an imperial page 
at that time on duty in the Winter 
palace. 


"I had formed the acquaintance o: 


the princess during my former officia 
residence at the embassy, and, though 
some years had elapsed sinoe I hac 
seen her, she received me with una- 
bated friendliness on my return. Do 
not, I beg of yon, allow yourself to pul 
a false interpretation on the senti- 
ments which subsisted between this 
]ady and mj'self. The princess, al- 
though left a widow at an early age 
was a woman of the most delicate pro- 
priety, and my attentions to her par- 
took of an almost paternal character. 


"I chanced to bo dining at her man- 


sion on the Nevsky prospect, on the 
da3r after the royal apparition was said 
to have made its appearance. We were 
enjoying a tete-a-tete after-dinner, be- 
fore proceeding to a ball given that 
night at the palace, when we were in- 
terrupted by the arrival of the young 
Boris, dressed in tht imposing uniform 
of his office.

Portsmouth Boy in Havana. 


He Violated One of Gen. WeyJer's Orders 


by Crossing a Military Line. 


But Through the Influence of the Danish 


Consul Succeed* in Gelling Out of Hi* 


Predicament—An lutereitiug Letter 


Descriptive of His Adventures— 


Sight* and Scenes of an Old 


Cnban Towu. 


Otto Lanffer yesterday received an 


interesting letter from Ira J. Secord, 
now in the office of the International 
Ocean Telegraph company at Havana. 
Mr. Secord is an unusually clever young 
man, 
and his letter is so interesting 


that we reproduce part of it. 
It will 


be of especial interest to Portsmouth 
people, as Mr. Secord formerly lived 
here. Among other things, he says: 


Yesterday (Sunday) Air. A. S. Ra- 


ven, 
Danish Consul at Barbadoes, W. 


I., who is in Havana temporarily on 
business, and myself were arrested at 
Corral Falso forticatious, Havana prov- 
ince, ou a charge of attempting to cross 
military line and being within a rebel 
country without a permit. 
It happen- 


ed this way: Yesterday morning Raven 
and_J decided to go over to Gnaiiabacoa, 
a city of about 40,000, lying on the 
other side of the bay, and about four 
miles from Havana. We reached Gnan- 
abacoa about 9 a. in. All cities of any 
size in Cuba are supplied with a system 
of stage coaches which go all over town 
and into the suburbs; the charge is 
only a few ceutavos. Thinking it would 
be more comfortable to ride around 
and see the city than to walk, we got 
into one of these yellow painted stages, 
and after a little delay, the driver on 
the box blew his horn two or three 
times, cracked his whip at the small 
horses, -who furnished the motive pow- 
er, and we rattled off. With no other 
wish than to see the sights arid that in 
as comfortable a manner as possible, 
we had not troubled ourselves to prac- 
tice bad Spanish ou the driver or our 
fellow passengers, to inquire where we 
were going to, so we looked at the 
scenes around us and made our com- 
ments in English. 


There was plenty of the picturesque 


everywhere. Guauabacoa is one of the 
oldest cities of Cuba. 
It was founded 


long before Havana. The streets are 
very narrow, very crooked and very 
dirty and the city is built ou rolling 
land. The little horses made fast time 
downjiill but painfully slow going up. 
The cafes, or coffee houses, of Gnana- 
bacoa are extensively patronized by the 
milkmen, who take their coffee before 
returning home. The custom of the 
country is to eat but two meals a day, 
so this early morning coffee might be 
said to take the place of the first meal 
in the States. 
Un.de r the big porch of 


one cafe we counted thirty-two horses 
with milk cans thrown over their 
backs. Their owners were within tak-

subjects, drove into it a few" days ago, 
and when the front wheels of his 
vehicle struck the bottom, the after- 
noon end of the wagon was pointing 
directly to the north star. The strang- 
est thing about the business is that he 
actually objected to the gymnastics of 
his wagon and the existence of the 
miniature lake. Now, the man who 
would "kick" about a little thing like 
that would kick about being hung. He 
should have gone to the one who is re- 
sponsible for the luxury and thanked 
him for the pleasure of sitting on a 
wagon while it is performing an acro- 
batic feat. 


There is another little slough of de- 


spond a little further west on Gallia 
street that looks as if it might be a sec- 
ond cousin to the one heretofore men- 
tioned, and over in the rear of Mr.

Jackson, is the* father of 
all the 


sloughs. It has a beautiful green scum 
on it, and if not removed, will afford 
an excellent place for prowling felines 
and canines to trip the light fantastic. 
Of course the malaria genus that take 
up their beds and stalk abroad from 
this pool of poison, will keep the doc- 
tors and undertakers busy. It is hoped 
that the»street commissioner or board 
of health will not interfere with these 
beauty-spots that we have named.

babies playing in the dirt or strutting 
about the street, and venders of all 
kinds everywhere. Fruit sellers and 
the man with lottery tickets, shouting 
out his numbers, seemed to do the big- 
gest business. We passed the out- 
skirts of the city into a beautiful coun- 
try, green hills with palm trees grow- 
ing in profusion upon their sides and 
horsesjmd cattle grazing in the valleys. 
We passed several barricades and forti- 
fications but no questions were asked. 
But when about six miles from Guana- 
bacoa, looking ahead, we saw a long, 
unbroken line of breastworks, behind 
which soldiers were standing guard. 
These were defenses of Corral Falso. 
The stage drew up and stopped. Four 
soldiers—two standing on either side— 
asked for "passes." The other occu- 
pants j^f the coach were native fanners 
aud all bad passes, but Raven and I 
had none. My regular United States 
passport was in my pocket. A tall 
soldier ou my side demanded "pase 
uste, "so I handed him my passport. 
The big red seal and the English writ- 
ing must have looked formidable to 
him for he handed it back, saying, 
•' Esta bien, "or "it's all right.'' As 
for Raven, he handed them his card, 
which had printed in one corner, "Con- 
sul of Denmark.'' It had some effect, 
for the officer in command was sum- 
moned to investigate. He looked at it; 
then looked at my passport and said 
they were of no account in tins case. 
So we disembarked, and the stage was 
soon lost to view down the dusty road, 
leaving us alone Avith a column of 
Spanish troops. 


The officer invited us to sit down on 


the only two chairs around, so we took 
them over under-»a big _tjee and sat 
down. The officer sat down on the 
trunk- of the tree and talked to us, 
seemingly desirous of being friendly. 
Four soldiers, however, with Manser 
rifles in their hands, were at our backs 
all the time. We knew enough Span- 
ish to get along. The officer explained 
that we were now within forbidden 
territory. 
He said a battle had been 


fought at this same place only a few 
days previous and showed us a house 
burned by the rebels and numerous 
bullet holes in the tree we were sitting 
under. I guess Raven's title 
had 


something to do with his good nature. 


After awhile a carriage drove up. 


We hailed it and got in. All this time 
we did not know we were under arrest 
but the officer soon made it clear, as 
two soldiers were ordered in with us 
and the driver instructed to drive to 
the headquarters of the military com- 
mander of Guanabacoa. 
So we re- 


turned—passed the same coffee houses 
and milkmen and through the crooked 
streets, but our feelings were not the 
same. 
People stared at us, and when 


we got to headquarters, quite a little 
crowd had collected. 
But in about ten 


minutes our hearing was concluded and 
"comaudante" said"we were at liberty 
to go anywhere with in the city but to 
please avoid outer lines. Raven sug- 
gested, through an interpreter, that 
drivers of coaches should instruct pas- 
sengers that passes were necessary. 
Comandante thanked him and said he 
would 
issue such an order. 
Corn- 


andante and all in the room stood up 
as we passed out, free once more. So 
it was all in all a comfortable adven- 
ture in the end. A more polite crowd 
I never saw. 
We took the train for 


Havana ferry and reached our hoiel in 
time for late breakfast, or about noon. 
We have had some good laughs at the 
effect of Raven's card.

Heretofore we had been acting as inde- 
pendent societies with no state organ- 
ization, but now the seventeen Presby- 
terian societies of .the state organized 
and as a body act under the Philadel- 
piha board. 


Mrs. Turner then congratulated Ohio 


on forming her syuodical 
society. 


Twenty-six years ago synodical socie- 
ties were not in the plan.

izaitou was needed to bring us closer 
together,

The mother 
of twins was expelled from the com- 
munity and the children slain, they 
being considered monsters, who would 
bring ill-luck to any one who came in 
contact with them. 
It took years of 


contention before the women were al- 
lowed to wear a modest dress. Another 
abuse was the law requiring widows to 
mourn sometimes several years after 
their husband's death, having barely 
enough to eat and washing being abso- 
lutely 
forbidden. 
The 
scriptures 


brought new ways and did away with 
many of these barbarous customs.

China next January, read a paper on
